Dependent claims 2/1 , 6/2, 8/1 , and 1 0/1 as shown in the Amendment filed on August 7, 2006 did not include the limitation "the spring 
member being a coil spring substantially concentrically disposed outward of the damper device ..." Amended independent claim 1 now 
includes the above limitation, therefore, dependent claims 2/1 , 6/2, 8/1 , and 10/1 would require further consideration and/or search to 
address the above limitation therewith. 



Continuation of 11.: 

The Examiner respectfully submits that Applicant's contentions are not based on the limitations appearing in the claims. In re Self, 213 
USPQ 1 , 5 (CCPA 1982). Applicant contended that Fabrice does not disclose a fluid sealed in a damper device to be compressed or 
tensioned therein. However, the claims do not specifically require the fluid to be sealed. In addition, the term "fluid" broadly encompasses 
liquid and gases. See the definition of "fluid" in the free encyclopedia Wikipedia attached. Therefore, the air that is compressed or 
tensioned in Fabrice's damper "reads on" the claimed fluid since the term "fluid" in Applicant's claim 1 broadly covers the gases based on 
its ordinary and customary meaning in dictionary.
